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W HAT does the University of Arkansas stand for? 

For a multitude of things—for truth, for righteous¬ 
ness, for democracy, for many virtues which are also the aim 
of other organizations, institutions and individuals. 

But there are two things the promotion of which are, 
it seems to me, the special function of a university. 


The first of these is scholarship, without which a uni¬ 
versity is such in name only. Scholarship is not an osten¬ 
tatious display or pursuit of learning. It is not merely the 
acquiring of a large quantity of accurate knowledge. Real 
scholarship implies an attitude of mind that is open, that is 
always eager for ascertaining the truth, that looks forward 
toward the discovery of new facts which may be of advantage 
to the race. 
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The second function of a university that I would mention 
is character building. There may be high scholarship without 
character, but the effect may be a detriment rather than a 
benefit to society. If any university desires to attain in full 
measure the chief aim of its existence, it should strive to create 
on its campus, and among its alumni and students, an atmos¬ 
phere conducive to the formation of high character. In the 
ultimate analysis of human affairs, the deeds of men of charac¬ 
ter are greater than the deeds of men of super-ability who lack 
this element.

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COLLEGE OF ARTS AND SCIENCES 
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A LL education not immediately practical 
in its ends is a search for the Beautiful, 
the True, and the Good. As such, it contains 
the elements of high adventure, and the 
promise of lasting satisfaction. Not every 
student enrolled in the college of liberal arts 
in America is conscious of seeking the above 
ideal aims. But every student, even that one 
whose whole apparent interest is centered 
in the side-shows that surround the gates of 
every American university, is “exposed” to 
that which is true, beautiful, and abiding.

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T HK functions of the College of Engineer¬ 
ing are threefold, consisting of teaching, 
of experimentation, and of the dissemination 
of information obtained by research. 

Teaching may be done by residence work, 
by extension classes, or by correspondence. 

No man on receiving his baccalaureate 
degree is a full-fledged engineer. In college 
he has learned foundation principles, and 
better still, he has learned how to study. He 
is now in possession of a knowledge of the 
physical sciences, of mathematics, and of the 
fundamentals of engineering; and, with a 
few years’ practice, he can take rank with 
others of his profession in accordance with 
his ability and his diligence. 

In lines of research, the Engineering 
Experiment Station seeks new knowledge, 

the development of fundamental laws as applied to engineering, and the investi¬ 
gation and collection of information which will aid the industries, and will assist 
in the discovery and development of natural resources. These investigations 
may even lead to the development or invention of new machines or processes. 

There is opportunity in the Engineering Experiment Station for students 
to do practical engineering work under the guidance of skilled engineers, each an 
expert in his line. This experience is very valuable, and materially aids young 
engineers.

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T HK College of Agriculture of the Uni¬ 
versity of Arkansas does three things, 
and its work is divided into three main 
divisions. 

One of these divisions is known as the 
Agricultural Experiment Station, and its 
main object is to discover new facts. Those 
scientists that belong to the staff of the 
Station devote their time to solving problems 
which are beyond the individual farmers 
and their wives. These problems concern 
plant and animal diseases, fertilizers, products, 
marketing, and other problems of the farm 
and home. In all, the College has approxi¬ 
mately thirty-five workers associated with the 
Experiment Station, each official devoting 
at least a part of his time to definite research 
problems. 

Another division is the college proper— 
this having to do with teaching resident stu¬ 
dents. This phase is the one with which the 
students of the University are most familiar. The college proper deals with 
resident students, and undertakes to discover and develop new leadership for 
the rural people of the state. 

The third division deals with extension work in agriculture and home 
economics, and consists of nothing but simple teaching. The students are not 
taught, however, upon our campus and in our classrooms. They are out in the 
rural districts, and consist of those who, for various reasons, can not come to 
the University. The function of this faculty is to teach the farm men and 
women over the state the principle of better farming and better home-making.

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COLLEGE OF EDUCATION 
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W HY call teacher-training schools “Col¬ 
li 


leges of Education?” The name is not 
an accident, but a well-conceived philosophy 
is back of the christening. Courses for the 
preparation of teachers were first offered in a 
State University by Professor Payne in 1879 . 

Much has happened since then, and his 
“noblest of professions” is emerging in the 
minds of the world. And the keynote of its 
nobility is in the fact that we are more and 
more realizing that the function of this type 
of university work is to “educate” rather 
than merely “train” teachers. 

University education has steadily main¬ 
tained that real education is to free men from 
the hampering influence of tradition. A 
college of education undertakes this. It is 
far more than a mere “training or finishing 
school.” It emphasizes a broad education as 
a basis for professional preparation, which is 
to be conceived in the most liberal terms. 

No real College of Education offers a set of recipes for the guaranty of success 
in “teaching school.” The work in practice teaching does give the novice a 
chance to catch the pace of a trained apprentice. But by the time that he is 
ready to teach, it is to be hoped that the future teacher may work out his 
craftmanship successfully, free from servile imitation of traditional practice. 
The College of Education of the University of Arkansas sets itself to the task 
of furnishing the State with well-educated teachers, and tries to prepare educational 
leaders for the State in various lines of work other than classroom teacher.

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THE SCHOOL OF LAW

J^JINETEEN TWENTY-SEVEN had pe¬ 


culiar significance for the School of Law. 
In the spring of 1927, the first class of eight 
men graduated, and in the fall two more 
received degrees. Nine of these ten graduates 
entered the practice in the State. 

In the fall, the School of Law began 
work under more favorable conditions, as two 
especially equipped classrooms and additional 
library space were provided. The law library 
was increased to 8,500 volumes. As a result 
of a systematic program for the purchase of 
law books, the present law library represents 
a careful selection now easily available at 
all times for the students. 

In the fall of 1927, the law students for 
the first time organized a separate student 
body. A law school council was elected, and 
a definite student association effected. 

In December of 1927, the School of Law 
was admitted to membership in the Associa¬ 
tion of American Law Schools, an organization in which only eleven other 
Southern law schools are members, and which consists of the fifty leading law 
schools of America. 

W hile marked gains were made by the School of Law, the passing of Judge 
William Armistead Falconer, Professor of Law, in November, 1927, was a great 
loss. He was an able teacher, a profound student of the law, a recognized 
scholar in the classics, a noble example of the best traditions of the Old South, 
and a lovable companion.

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DEAN OF THE GRADUATE SCHOOL 
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F OR many years the University of Arkan¬ 
sas has, under the supervision of a 
committee, been offering work for graduate 
students leading to the presentation of the 
Master’s Degree. It was thought wise to 
reorganize these graduate studies into a 
formal graduate school. During the last 
year this new organization has been com¬ 
pleted. A dean has been appointed, who has 
associated with him a permanent graduate 
council composed of two other members. 

The direction of graduate students is under 
the supervision of the dean and of the council. 

The final responsibility is to the graduate 
faculty, which consists of members of the 
general faculty who are giving instruction to 
graduate students, and which makes the Uni¬ 
versity Senate recommendations for advanced 
degrees. 

The University confers the degrees of Mas¬ 
ter of Arts and Master of Science, and grants 
also the professional degrees in engineering. 

It is the purpose of the graduate school to accomplish for its students two 
results. We desire to give them further opportunity and training such as is to 
be derived from their graduate courses. But we hope to make the year devoted 
to graduate study here more than just a fifth year of college work. We hope to 
make it also an introduction to advanced methods of work by the assignment 
of research problems. In this way we endeavor to make the work for the master’s 
degree a transition from the college proper to the strictly research aims of the 
doctor’s degree.

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SCHOOL OF BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 



T HE phenomenal industrial growth of the 
South in recent years has led to the 
establishment of schools of commerce in most 
of the Southern state universities. The School 
of Business Administration established in 
1926 at the University of Arkansas is designed 
to serve the state in this inevitable economic 
expansion. 

The School of Business Administration 
aims to train business leaders. In training 
for business, however, problems of citizenship 
and larger relations covering our economic 
organization as a whole are emphasized 
along with the professional aspects of business 
practice. Training is cultural as well as 
practical. 

In training men for business, our pro¬ 
cedure is: First, to set forth the human and 
material forces with which business deals; 
Doctor Fichtner second, to teach the established principles 

of economics and management; third, to train 
students in the use of equipment and methods of business; and finally, since 
all other training is ineffective unless it leads to action, we aim to develop in 
the students a capacity for making judgments and decisions based on analyses 
of facts. The school can not hope to train a man in the details of any par¬ 
ticular organization. It trains men in the fundamentals of business and defers 
to later experience adequate preparation for work within the organization itself. 

Opportunities for men trained in business are numerous at present and the 
field will doubtlessly continue to expand rapidly. The larger corporations 
especially are looking to collegiate schools of business for their executive material.

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T HE School of Medicine, located at Little 
Rock, is an important branch of the 
University of Arkansas, and fulfills an indis¬ 
pensable function. Although the school is 
not a recent establishment, its growth was 
retarded for a while. But now, by a use of 
high literary standards and by a superior 
class of professors, and by a growth in state¬ 
wide interest in the school, and by an increase 
in financial appropriations, this Arkansas 
Medical School is at last beginning to occupy 
the position it rightfully deserves as one ot 
the leading medical schools of the South. 

Much of the credit for the present high 
standing of the school is due to Dr. Vinson- 
haler, its present dean. He has unstintinglv 
contributed his own knowledge and ability, 
and has made many personal sacrifices in 
its advancement. All citizens from every walk of life owe him a debt of gratitude 
that, unfortunately, can never be repaid. It is largely the results of his efforts 
that have raised the School of Medicine from an inferior grade institution to 
one of the highest class. Today it is recognized by the Council of Medical 
Education of the American Medical Association as one of the strong educational 
institutions of the country. From a two-year school in 1919 it has developed 
the clinical departments and today that student is fortunate who can claim it 
as his Alma Mater.

I N THE history of the Class of ’28 many notable events have occurred. In 
’24 the women’s gymnasium was added to our beautiful campus. In that 
same year the Rootin’ Rubes, a women’s organization, comparable to the A. B. C. 
Club, was organized. 

The Women’s League, a national organization for University women, was 
organized in the spring of ’26. In the fall of ’26 the School of Business Adminis¬ 
tration, along with the School of Law. became a college. In the fall of ’27 
the new Agriculture and Engineering buildings were occupied. 

The Razorback basket ball team won the Southwestern championship for 
three consecutive years, which has not been duplicated in the history of the 
Conference. Tennis was revived as a varsity sport in ’28. 

In the fall of ’27 the graduate school was established as a separate college, 
with thirteen graduates getting degrees. Much progress has been shown by 
the installation of quite a number of professional fraternities on our campus, 
among which are Sigma Alpha Iota, Kappa Kappa Psi, Phi Mu Alpha, Theta 
Tau, and Alpha Chi Sigma. 

Many members of our Class have been prominent in both local and national 
honorary organizations, and throughout their college careers have fulfilled the 
duties of their offices very creditably. 

With the inspiration of our motto, “Yeritate Duce Progredi,” our school 
has launched on a new scheme of development. With its new buildings, equip¬ 
ment. and colleges, the State may look with pride at the many achievements 
of its University.

The Razorbacks wound up their home 
schedule with an easy win over the Austin

with the Porker stalwarts. Although the field 
was heavy with mud, the Razorbacks had no 
trouble penetrating the Kangaroo defense, 
with Donathan’s 45-yard run for a touchdown 
a feature. The line was virtually 
Moore impregnable to the Kangaroo as¬ 
saults and only once did the 
Pouchers threaten with their noted air attack. 


ARKANSAS 20—HENDRIX 7 

To close the season, the Razorbacks jour¬ 
neyed to Little Rock for a tilt with their 
ancient rivals, the Hendrix Bulldogs. A pass¬ 
ing duel had been expected but failed to 
materialize. The surge of the big 
Rossox Razorback line and the impact of 
charging backs beat the Bulldogs 
steadily back. Hendrix, however, played 
alert football and took advantage of inoppor¬ 
tune Porker fumbles to hold the score down. 
This contest marked the end of the varsity 
grid careers of Captain Coleman, Rose, Dona- 
than, Cole, Cowger, and Rosson.

Boasting a line average of 185 
pounds and a galaxy of good backs, the Porkerettes battered three 
strong junior college teams from Arkansas, Oklahoma and Missouri 
into defeat, and hooked up with the varsity in strenuous scrimmages, 
thus getting experience that will stand them in good stead in 1928. 

The Oklahoma Miners furnished the first opposition for the Farris- 
men and were defeated 25 to 6. The strong Aggie team from Beebe 
came to Fayetteville and caught the junior Porkers weakened by the 
ineligibility of several stars. Although considerably outgained, the 
Frosh pulled out with a one-point win, 7 to 6. The last clash was 
with the Ozark Wesleyan aggregation from Carthage, Mo.

RESUME OF THE SEASON 

F OR THE third straight time, the Arkansas Razorbacks, under the tutelage of Coach Francis 
A. Schmidt, won the Southwestern Conference Championship in basket ball. Combining un¬ 
paralleled scoring power with defensive strength, comparable, if not equal, to that of the great 
Red and White quintet of 1926, the Arkansans swept through the conference like a rabid razor- 
back through a Texas turkey ranch, losing not a single game and setting a new scoring record 
with 463 points as against their opponents’ 270. Admittedly the greatest team in Southwestern 
history, the Schmidt-men were hailed by critics as one of the outstanding cage machines of the 
country. 

The Razorbacks again won the lion’s share of All-Conference honors. Several competent 
critics picked the entire Porker line-up for the first team. Captain Glen Rose was, for the third 
time, a unanimous choice for All-Conference guard; a record unprecedented in Southwestern 
history. Tom Pickel was also a unanimous choice for center. Haizlip, Schoonover and Lambert 
were all favorites with the all-star pickers. 

“A”s were awarded to Capt. Rose, Haizlip, Pickel, Lambert, Schoonover, Horst, Hale, Kays 
and Prewitt. Gold basket balls, emblematic of the championship, were also awarded to the letter 
men.

THE NON-STOP FLIGHT 

C OACH SCHMIDT’S champions got oft to 
a ftying start by taking two hard-fought 
tilts from the T. C. U. Horned Frogs. Trail¬ 
ing at the half in the first game, the Razor- 
backs came back in the second stanza to cop 
the contest, 23 to 18. The second game was a 
thriller. The Porkers led till the 
Haizlip last few minutes when T. C. U. 

fought back to a tie with a volley 
of sensational long shots, the last slithering 
through the loop just as the final gun sounded. 
The Arkansans forged ahead in the extra 
period to win, 28 to 24. 

Reckoned as among Arkansas’ outstand¬ 
ing rivals tor the title, the Texas Longhorns 
came to Fayetteville only to see their hopes 
wane before the onslaught of 
Rose Schmidt’s mighty machine. The 

flashy Texas sharpshooters were 
limited to long shots by the great guarding of 
Captain Rose and Lambert, while the Steers 
shifted their style of defense again and again 
in futile efforts to stop the fast-breaking Pigs. 
The Arkansans took the first game by a de¬ 
cisive margin, 42 to 26; and the following 
night, with Haizlip, Schoonover and Pickel, 
leading the rout, ran wild to set 
Schoonover a Conference scoring record, 59 
to 29. 

This record was hardly sooner made than 
tied. Rose’s Ramblers broke through the 
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Baylor Bears at Waco for a 59-to-21 win and 
followed this up with a 34-to-21 victory over 
the Bruins. While waiting for S. M. U., 
Coach Schmidt sent his charges against the 
Hendrix Bulldogs, collegiate champions of 
Arkansas tor years. The Bulldogs were easy 
for the Razorbacks, and were defeated, 69 
to 30, and 50 to 24. 

Then came the undefeated S. Hale 

M. U. Mustangs, to make their bid 
for the Razorbacks’ crown. But just as Texas 
and T. C. U. before them, the Ponies fell be¬ 
fore the sparkling play of Rose et al. The 
first night, Rose and Lambert silenced Allison, 
the Mustangs’ big gun, while Haizlip and 
Pickel were hitting the hoop with uncanny 
regularity to score 48 points to their oppo¬ 
nents’ 26. A. Hale, substitute for¬ 
ward, also turned in a sensational Kays 

game. The next night Schoonover 
led the scoring as the Razorbacks took a 
somewhat closer contest, 34 to 22. 

l o wind up the season, Coach Schmidt led 
his undefeated six-footers to South Texas 
lor a series with Rice and Texas A. and M. 
At Houston the Porkers encountered un¬ 
expected opposition in an inspired Rice team 
and were extended to take two 
hard-fought tilts from the Owls, Prewitt 
-0 to 11, and 28 to 23. The Razor- 
backs cinched the gonfalon at College Station 
with two wins from the Aggies, 42 to 18 and 
46 to 31. 
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PROSPECTUS 

D ESPITE the loss of such important verte¬ 
brae from the Razorbackbone as Rose, 
Haizlip, and Kays, Coach Schmidt will have 
good prospects for another winning team in 
1929. Lambert, Pickel, and Schoonover, All- 
Conference men, will return along with A. 
Hale, Horst, and Prewitt, letter- 
men. Henderson, Eidson, H. Hale, Horst 
Diamant, Millard, and other re¬ 
serves of 1928 will be in the running for places 
on the varsity. On the other hand, it appears 
probable that Arkansas’ hardest games will 
be on foreign courts next year, and this fact 
may weigh against the champions’ chances 
for a fourth straight Hag. 

Coach Farris’ freshman squad, whose pic¬ 
ture is seen below, will send up 
some promising material for the Lambert 
coming campaign. The rangy 
Porkerettes, led by Captain Jim Pickren, had 
a successful season, defeating a number of 
high school fives, including the strong Winslow 
and Fort Smith aggregations, and showing 
up well in frequent scrimmages with the 
varsity. Numerals were awarded to the 
following: Captain Pickren, Dudley, Adams, 
Holt, Oliver, Masters, Burns,

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T HE Razorbacks, after getting off to a bad start, came back and developed 
into one of the strongest teams developed at the University in recent years.

Going to Texas after having had little practice, 
the Razorbacks dropped four games to S. M. U. and Baylor, two of them by one- 
run margins. At Fayetteville the Porkers split a series with the University of 
Chicago, and won three out of four games from the State Teachers and the College 
of the Ozarks on a road trip. The season was climaxed by a brilliant victory over 
the strong Fort Smith Twins. Two games were taken from an All-Star nine and 
two contests with the State Teachers still remain to be played.

B ASEBALL will be discontinued as a major 
sport at the University of Arkansas in 
1929.

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OZARKS 

The Razorbacks initiated the track season 
by taking a one-sided victory over the College 
of the Ozarks Mountaineers, winning by the 
score of 82 to 49. Rice, brilliant Mountaineer 
star, was high-point man of the meet, scoring 
18 of his team’s points. He was 
McGuire closely followed by Capt. Til- 
mon of Arkansas with 14. The 
latter captured his specialty, the high hurdles, 
in fast time, and skimmed over the lows on the 
new straightaway to break Frank Pickel’s 
long standing record. Fast time was also 
recorded in the dashes. Armstrong was barely 
nosed out by Rice in a ten-flat century, but 
the Arkansas speedster came back in the two- 
twenty and bettered Bagby’s 
Cowger record with a time of 22 flat. 

This record was not allowed, 
however, because of a wind which favored 
the runners. George Gresham lowered his 
own record in the half when he stepped the 
distance in two minutes, 2.5 seconds. Cowger 
took two firsts and a third in the weights for 
third high-point honors. Streepey threatened 
Capt. Tilmon’s record in the vault when he 
cleared the bar at 11 feet 9 
Lambert inches. All the rest of Coach 
Thomsen’s pupils turned in cred¬ 
itable performances. 

DRURY 

Captain Tilmon and his mates took 
another meet by a lopsided count from Drury 
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College at Springfield. The score was 94 
to 37. Captain Tilmon registered three firsts 
to take high-point honors. The Drury thin- 
clads were able to take only two first places, 
and the Razorbacks also scored heavily in 
seconds and thirds. Crabaugh 
got off a good toss in the javelin, Gresham 
heaving the harpoon 179 feet 6 
inches. 

KANSAS TEACHERS 




From Springfield the Razorbacks jour¬ 
neyed to Pittsburg, Kansas, where they met 
their first defeat of the year at the hands (or 
feet) of the Kansas State Teachers College 
Gorillas. The Gorillas boasted 
one of the strongest cinder path Crabaugh 
outfits in the Middle West and 
had already won honors at the Texas and Rice 
Relays. The Razorbacks took three first 
places. Tilmon won both hurdle events, and 
Mickey McGuire came home in front in the 
two-mile. Gresham ran the fastest mile of his 
career when he finished in a dead heat with a 
Kansas distance star in 4:29.2.

Armstrong Louis, the Razorbacks stopped 
off at Rolla and snowed under 
the Miners. All of the Arkansas aces were in 
fine form and had little trouble conquering the 
Miners. Pickel got his best distance of the 
season with the shot, heaving the big weight 
over 44 feet. 




HENDRIX 

The annual meet with Hen- 
Tilmon drix was held in Fayetteville, 

and for the first time in several 
years resulted in victory for the Razorbacks. 
The Bulldogs, without the services of Mc¬ 
Cormack, Meriwether, and other stars of 
former years, were beaten by the score of 
77 to 53. The Razorbacks took eleven first 
places while the Bulldogs won only four. 
Captain Tilmon did the iron-man stunt for 
Arkansas and took four firsts to 
Frierson be high-point man, with 20. The 
distance races furnished the 
most thrilling entertainment of the day. In 
the mile, Gresham ran Sullivan, great Hendrix 
star, into the ground to win by several yards. 
The Bulldog veteran, however, came back in

The Razorbacks turned in a win in their 
last dual meet of the year, when they took the 
Springfield Teachers into camp to the tune of 
72 to 59, at Fayetteville. The 
Pedagog from the “show me” Stevenson 

state had the edge in the track 
events. Robinson of the Teachers took both 
dashes, and Fite beat out Gresham and Mc¬ 
Guire in the long distances. Arkansas won 
the hurdles, however, and Gresham breezed 
home first in the half. The Razorbacks also 
scored heavily in the field events and took all 
but one second place to pile up enough points 
to win. George turned in the 
prize performance of the day Pickel 

when he vaulted 12 feet }4 inch 
to set a new University record. 

There yet remains only the Southwestern 
Conference meet before the track season ends. 
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T HE premier track event of the Southwest 
will be seen in Fayetteville in 1929 when 
the Southwestern Conference track meet is to 
be held here. In preparation for this event a 
220 straightaway has been put 
Streepey in at the local track and other 
improvements are contemplated. 
In view of the rapidly growing interest mani¬ 
fested in track at the University, an effort 
will be made to schedule dual meets to be held 
at Fayetteville with some of the strongest 
track teams in the Southwest. With all but 
three letter-men returning, along with a fine 
crew of present freshmen, prospects are good 
for a strong team, and the Razorbacks expect 
to make serious bid for high honors in the 
Conference.

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INTRAMURAL ATHLETICS 

T HE most comprehensive program of intramural athletics yet 
attempted at the University was carried out in 1927-28 under the 
supervision of Coach Thomsen and student assistants. It is estimated 
that students to the number of several hundred participated in these 
games. Virtually the same system as was used in the years before in 
division of students into teams and leagues was employed. Medals and 
cups were awarded to the winners in the various branches. 

The touchball championship was won by the Sigma Nu team 
after a strenuous schedule. Buck Hall No. 1 were the winners of the 
basket ball crown. Wrestling was introduced as a winter sport by Coach 
Thomsen, who was himself heavyweight champion of the University of 
Nebraska at one time. Winners in the various divisions were: Heavy¬ 
weight, 175-lb., Creighton; 158-lb., Click; 145-lb., Frierson; 
135 lb., Halsell; 125-lb., Clark; 115-lb., Sugarman. Great interest was 
manifested in the tennis matches held in the spring. Schoephester of 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon won the singles championship and Cabell and 
Mosely, Kappa Sigma, carried off the doubles. The outcome of the 
races in playground ball, horseshoes, and golf are yet to be decided. 
In the annual intercollegiate meet, the cinder path artists of the College 
of Arts and Science ran away with the honors, with the Agris and 
Engineers second and third, respectively. The Kappa Sigs won the 
annual intramural meet, beating out the Sigma Nu and Theta Kappa Nu 
teams, their closest opponents. 

Plans are already under way for an intensive program for the 
coming term. Construction of a University golf course is contem¬ 
plated, and the ancient Scotch game is expected to increase in favor 
at the University. In Billy Bridewell, Arkansas State champion and 
one of the South’s most promising young players, Arkansas has the 
nucleus of a fine golf team, and 1929 may see the entrance of Arkansas 
into the golf intercollegiate field.

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F OR the first time the annual six-weeks summer camp for advanced R. O. 

T. C. students was held at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. Practically everyone 
of the Arkansas contingent of thirty-five was on hand in plenty of time for lunch. 
They had arrived the preceding day or earlier in the morning via rail, auto, 
stripped Ford and K. C. Tents were assigned to each four men immediately 
upon their arrival, and bedding issued upon application to the supply sergeant. 

After “soupee” the outfit was chauffeured in trucks over to the post for phys¬ 
ical examination. Immediately following the examination came the issue of 
uniforms and “fatigues.” “Fatigues” are a nondescript combination composed 
of two garments of either blue or brown tent-cloth, sometimes both; they are 
made in only one size—“too big”—and are indispensable in cleaning that dirty, 
gummy, blankety-blank article, which after hours of arm-tiring struggle and 
rubbing, turns out to be a so-called rifle—age, indefinite; previous handling, brutal 
and certainly not worth the intensive labor expended upon it. 

After drill and much range firing at bull’s-eyes that had better been bulls, 
there was always time for play. Arkansas shone in all sports, defeating Wichita 
U., Missouri, Iowa, and Ouachita College in baseball, and garnering 39 points 
against 23 for the nearest opponents in track, though under the camp handicap 
we were awarded only third place. Dick Miller won the heavyweight and 
“Cholliebob” McArthur, the light-heavy championship. 

Dances were given at the post every week and truck-loads of girls from 
Leavenworth gave the dances the proper atmosphere. “Poochey Park” also 
furnished a dance hall. One Sunday was devoted to an unofficial tour of Kansas 
City, conducted by the Camp Recreation Officer—transportation via truck. 
Then there were several unofficial trips to K. C. and surrounding cities, including 
the Federal Prison and the U. S. Disciplinary Barracks. 

So, after six weeks of resting from the rays of a cruel Kansas sun in the 
comforting shade of the “Old Mooring Mast,” and pursuing the Missouri Reds 
along the slippery mud of “Billy Boulevard,” equipment was turned in. On the 
morning of July 27, the bugle sounded reveille for the last time and, after break¬ 
fast, the First Platoon of “B” Company formed for its march past the paymaster’s 
desk, and outside, for dismissal, farewells, and HOME.

Article I —Name 

The name of this organization shall be 
“The Inter-Fraternity Council of the University 
of Arkansas.” 


Article II —Purpose 

The Inter-Fraternity Council of the Uni¬ 
versity of Arkansas is the supervisory and govern¬ 
ing body of all social fraternities at the University; 
its purpose is to provide for the general welfare, 
social, and scholastic activities of the members 
of the fraternities within the Council; and to 
instill in them the highest regard for Arkansas 
traditions and institutions. 


Article III —Membership 

Section 1—Membership in the organization shall include all local chapters 
of national social fraternities. 

Section 2—Social local fraternities may send representatives to this Council, 
but such representatives shall not have power to vote in any matters concerning 
the Inter-Fraternity Council. 

Section 3—Social fraternities which have been established on the campus 
and which have the required qualifications will automatically become members 
of this Council. 


Article IV —Representation 

Representation of members in regular meetings shall be by two men from 
each fraternity represented in the Council, except that substitutions may be 
made as hereinafter provided in the by-laws. 


Article V —Meetings 

Section 1—Regular meetings shall be held on the first Sunday afternoon of 
each month of the college year. 

Section 2—Special meetings may be called by a majority vote of the Execu¬ 
tive committee. 

Section 3—Three-fourths of the membership shall constitute a quorum for 
the meetings.
